Each year, during the third .week in October, Na- 
tional Bible Week is observed. The 1949 observance 
will run from the 17th to the 23rd. 

The week is designed to again focus attention on 
those basic principles of Christianity which much of 
the civilized world is supposed to live by — and which 
are so widely and tragically violated. Here in the 
United States, to say nothing of other nations, we have 
little to pride ourselves upon as Christians. We have 
the highest rate of crime and delinquency inour his- 
tory — three times as many people are incarcerated in 
penal institutions as are attending universities and 
colleges. Eleven out of 12 young people are not active 
church members. Over 8,000,000 people are under 
treatment for mental disorders. Religions and morals 
are often openly ridiculed, and totalitarian principles, 
which are directly opposed to Christianity and all the 
other great religions as well, are advocated and taught.] 
There has never been a time when so much cheap and 
tawdry entertainment — in books and magazines, and 
on the radio, stage and screen — was offered for sale, 
and it has a huge audience. Racial and class hatreds 
arc rampant. ' ' | 

Looking at the international scene, it is clear that 
the failure to live up to the bnsic ideals of Christianity 
has Jed toV misery and despair for millions, to the en- 
slavement of once-free peoples, to a cold war which is 
absorbing more and more of our energies, our 
thoughts, our resources. The world is moving swiftly 
toward a cynical materialism which may destroy it 
unless the trend is checked. 

At a time like this, National Bible Week has a 
vast significance.

One Cigarette 

i On a recent week-end we had new and terrible 
proof that a cigarette, harmless as it may appear, can 
be a lethal weapon. 

The fire which destroyed a pleasure cruise ship 



at a Toronto dock, with a ghastly toll of death and In- 
jury, is believed to have started from a carelessly 
dropped cigarette. The following day a commercial 
plant burned In California, and the property loss was 
very heavy. Again, according to -the authorities, a 
cigarette was the probable cause. 

Does it seem incredible that so small a thing as 
the fire at the end of a cigarette can' be responsible 
for major disasters? In the case of the passenger ves- 
sel, one entire section of the craft, containing state- 
rooms, was flaming within three' minutes after the fire 
was noticed. Within fifteen minutes t'he entire ship 
was ablaze. Under certain conditions fire travels with 
unbelievable rapidity. Its victims are trapped with- 
out hope of escape. The horrible hotel fires of last 
year and the year before provide other illustrations of 
this. And in the worst of those fires a cigarette also 
set off the holocaust. 

The careless, thoughtless smoker can be as dan- 
gerous as a maniac with a bomb. He is a threat to 
lives, property, and irreplaceable natural resources 
such as forests and wildlife. Every person who 
smokes must be made ' to realize the obligation he 
owes to society to take care.

The Electric Age 

October 21st will mark the 70th anniversary of 

Edison's invention of the incandescent lamp — the 
discovery which made possible the creation of the 
electric industry," and which has touched, in one 
way or another, the life of almost everyone. 

The story of that industry is a testimonial to x 

the spirit, the courage, and the will to achieve of 
free men working under a free enterprise system in 
a free nation. When the lamp was first shown, the 
vast majority* of people regarded it as an amusing 

novelty and little more. Most doubted if it would 

ever load to anything important. Few were willing 

to put up money to get the industry going. 

'On this 70th . anniversary, by contrast, we find 
ourselves in -the electric age. The power industry 
is engaged in a multi-billion dollar expansion pror 
gram which is the largest in its history. Practically 
every American home has eectric lights, radios, re- 
frigerators, and a long list of other items which are 
operated by the invisible "juice" ""that comes out of 
a wall plug.

CAMBRIDGE, MASS.— Motor 
car tires good for 75,000 miles 
may be expected on the market 
before long, Dr. Charles P. .Fry- 
ling of the Phillips , petroleum 
company has reported, 

Addressing the Northeastern 
section of the American Chem- 
ical Society at the Massachu- , 
setts Institute of Technology, Dr. 
Phillips said that further im- 
provement ^3n a new synthetic 
known as "cold rubber" would 
make the long-lived tires pos- 
sible. He asserted that a pro- 
duction capacity of 20&.000 tons 
of cold rubber would be avail- 
able by the end of this year, cn- ( 
abling synthetic rubber to com- 
pete on favorable terms with the 
natural product. 

In addition to making possible 
better rubber, Dr. Fryling said, 
the new process has reduced the 
cost of the synthetic product, 
since faster reactions with re- 
duced bverhead costs were now 
possible, and that fewer raw 
materials need be used.

7 Human- swimmers 'may shiver 
in "these waters on a July day, but 
to the cod they .ore. hot water. Al- 
though he expects the cod to die,

BR ITAIN WORRIED 

'Rock' Apes 
Grow Fewer 

NEW YORK.— With fewer than 20 
of the famous Barbary apes still 
left on the Rock of Gibraltar, Great 
Britain, ever concious of the legend 
that "when the npes go, the Brit- 
ish go, too," again is taking steps 
to "reinforce" the unique garrison 
at the gateway to the Mediterra- 
nean Sea. 

Gibraltar's opes, the only simian 
species living wild in all Europe, 
have roamed the castus-covcrcd 
upper reaches of the 1,350-foot 
Rock for centuries, notes the Na- 
tional Geographic Society. Num- : 
bering 100 or more in the 19th cen- j 
tury, they have dwindled alarmingly 
close to the disappearing point sev- 
eral times since. On each occasion j 
a new batch of "recruits" replen- 
ished the colony. 

Apes Rounded Up 
As a focal nerve center in the 
war— General Eisenhower directed 
the Invasion of North Africa from 
"Gib"— and a citadel bristling with 
military activity, the Rock no 
longer could risk the danger of 
roving apes possibly causing wild 
confusion and serious damage. Ac- 
cordingly, they were rounded up 
and placed in captivity for the du- 
ration. Most of those at large today 
are replacements brought from 
Africa after the end of hostilities. 
The powerful tailless, creatures, 
the size of big alrcdales, are not 
really apes. They are macaques, 
native to the forests of Barbary 
south across the strait in north- 
west Africa. 

Scientists believe they first came 
to Europe In prehistoric times 
when the Mediterranean was a lake 
and the Strait of Gibraltar was 
dry land. The modern explanation 
Is that pet macaques brought from 
Barbary frequently escaped or 
were freed from bondage by hu- 
mans and found hospitality and sus- 
tenance in the labyrinths and veg- 
etation of the Rock. 

Even a few dozen Barbary apes 
running wild could make Gibraltar 
seem infested, so constant were 
their acts of mischief at times. 
Many are the stories of their de- 
structive or playful descents, al- 
ways by daylight, on shops, dwell- 
ings and barracks, as well as on 
civilian and military Inhabitants of 
the community. 

Officially Protected 
In a noble experiment, the Brit- 
ish gave the Gibraltar apes offi- 
cial protection hi 1856, They were 
added to the 4 son_ strength,

(Four hundred 
thousand crowns represents about 
80 months of the average worker's 
pay, or about 10 months of the 
average top managerial salary In 
this country today.)

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^Katherine S ackers on 
Of Indian Point Tells 
Of Recent Trip, to Norway 

Mj ss Katherinc Sackerson, of In- 
dian Point, has ^written an account 
of her recent trip to Norway and 
her impressions and observations 

ab A portion of the letter is present- 
ed this week and will be continued 
in succeeding issues. 

"The S. S. "Stavangerfjord" left 
M ew York Harbor at 1 p. m. July 
25th, 1047, and I left with it, includ- 
ing 8 15 more P assen S erSt 

"It was very exciting and yet a 
strange feeling went over me as I 
thought of 'everyone I was leaving 
behind to be gone, what to me seem- 
ed, a long time; all told it was only 
41,; months. 

"'Fifteen minutes later the gong 
rang and we were summoned to 
the dining room. The first gong 
meant we were to clean up. The 
second rang, out a half hour later. 
What a table, typical Norwegian, 
with lots of gopd food. 

"Every morning. for breakfast they 
had a smorgasbord which had eve- 
rything on it. Many kinds of jellies 
nnd marmalades; cold cuts; pickled 
herring, of course; many kinds of 
cheese including nkkelbst and yei- 
dost; hard tack, thin bread and 
fancy crackers. That was the first 
course. Next we had a choice of 
oatmeal or post toasties, bacon and 
eggs, oranges, boiled eggs, coffee, 

• milk or tea. Tea was best if one was 
unseaworthy. Service was formal. 

"In Norway they serve- milk for 
breakfast, although it was quite 
scarce. On board we wondered why 

• they put glasses on the table and 
no water. There was always a large 
pitcher of milk, so about the fourth 
morning one of the men at my ta- 
ble said "Well if they do not give 
us water let us use the milk," which 
we did. Later we found that was 
what we should have' done all the 

time. 

"The weather, was delightful all 
the way over, and I took some pic- 
tures as evidence. Very few people 
were sick; but those that were must 
have been the type that would get 
sick in a bathtub. Half way over 
we had a full 'moon, and at 1:00 a. 
m. 1 saw the moon on one side and 
the sun on the horizon on the other. 
The orchestra played for one hour 
in the morning, . and one hour in 
the late afternoon, then for the 
dancing in the evening. People were 
saying there should be more music 
in-between, so I tried to entertain 
once in a while. Also sang with the 
orchestra to give them a change, in 
the evening. 

The sixth night out was the Cap- 
tain's dinner which was a gala af- 
fair and we all wore formals, and 
stayed up later than usual, r 

"A week later, Aug. 2, we arrived 
at Bergen where many went ashore 
including myself as we were going 
to be docked for four hours. Some 
relatives came down to see me, and 
we went to the Norge hotel to have 
some refreshments and dance. It 
was quite a swanky place, and I
